Time is precious in these parlous

few hours but it's a terrible mis- 
take to underestimate the dangers 
of slowness in getting the war- 
torn countries—enemy as. .well as 
allied^-bkck on their feet as fast 
as possible. 
Before the coming 


winter is through we are going to 
see situations in the late war thea- 
ters where delay of even a week 
in distribution of food will cost 
many lives from starvation. May- 
be that delay can be charged to 
tardiness in implementing peace 
and getting rehabilitation under 
way now.

This isn't to say that the pres- 


ent foreign ministers' conference 
has been directly concerned with 
such problems as the feeding of 
Europe. 
The main item on its 


agenda has been the framing of 
peace treaties for Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary, Romania and Finland. Still, 
this task has a very direct rela- 
tion to the rehabilitation ques- 
tion. 
Failure to complete it re- 


tards rehabilitation. 


Back in the dark days of the 


war, when the allies had great 
problems to solve, there was a 
meeting of the Big Three chiefs 
of state. 
Those three men, ac- 


companied by their experts and 
advisers, ironed out the mutual 
problems arid laid plans for con- 
duct of the war. 
Probably they 


had their differences of opinion 
at times, but because they were 
only three and were clothed with 
vast authority, they always reach- 
ed an accord. Momentous political 
and military decisions were made 
— and were carried out. Only yes- 
terday I heard a distinguished 
personage who attended those con- 
ferences speak on the 
faithful- 


ness with which those agreements 
were kept.

Veterans' Service 
to Be Easy to Get 


Says Gen. Bradley 


Chicago, 
Oct. 
2.—(AP)—Gen. 


Omar N. Bradley, veterans admin- 
istrator, said today he had taken 
steps to "cut red tape, simplify 
forms and make our service easy 
to get." 


Modernizing procedures in the 


Veterans Administration also will 
be part of the job of a newly cre- 
ated division of organization, plan- 
ning and coordination, he said In 
an address prepared for the open- 
ing session of the Veterans of For- 
eig-n Wars 46th national encamp- 
ment. Spokesman said the dele- 
gates represented more than a mil- 
lion veterans. 


Gen. 
Bradley, former command- 


er of the 12th Army Group in 
Europe, said that when he came 
into the Veterans Administration 
he found it was geared to serve 
4,000,000 veterans on a peacetime 
basis and "threatened to choke on 
15,000,000 more." 


As steps 
in 
decentralization, 


Gen. Bradley said 13 branch of- 
fices had been authorized as stra- 
tegic points throughout the nation; 
11 assistants, instead of six, were 
established. 


To Keep press Informed 


The general also said "the press 


is entitled to frank, unvarnished 
information 
on our activities," 


therefore he was establishing the 
division of public relations "on a 
level where it will be informed on 
administrative policy." 


The V. F. W. commander in 


chief, Jean A- Brunner of New 
York, said the matter of bringing 
American fighting men back from 
Europe and the Pacific as quickly 
as possible, consistent with occu- 
pation requirements, is "Ameri- 
ca's No. 1 moral obligation."

At midnight on Sunday, SepL 


23 the Army freeze order on tur- 
key* was lifted. 
The previous 


week they had discontinued pur- 
chases of chicken and fowl. 


So the Army, which has been 


the biggest customer the poultry 
industry ever ha,d, is now entirely 
out of the market. 


For the first time in four years 


the American housewife is the con- 
trolling factor. And she has defi- 
nite ideas about the type of poul- 
try she wants. 
For example, 


she wants smaller turkeys. Grow- 
ers prefer to raise big turkeys 
and for the Army the big turkeys 
were fine. 


But 
the 
average 
housewife 


doesn't have a roasting pan or 
an oven big enough to handle a 
25-pound turkey. She wants two 
12ii pound turkeys rather than 
one 25-pound bird. 


So we might just as well chalk 


this up: We're headed for lower 
markets on the larger turkeys. 


Bring Premium 


It's the smaller turkeys and 


the larger chickens that will again 
bring premui mprices. 


The market is already reflect- 


ing the premium the housewife 
is willing to pay for heavy chick- 
ents, heavy hens, and smaller tur- 
keys. 
The light springs, the 


smaller Leghorn hens, and the 
big turkeys will again be dis- 
counted. 


The 
demand 
for 
frying-size 


chickens in the large eastern mar- 
kets is well supplied by nearby 
commercial poultry raisers. 
If 


mid-western poultry raisers mar- 
ket their chickens at the same 
size as commercial growers do, 
they must be sold in competition 
with them. 


If they are held until they reach 


roasting size, they will bring a 
premium, because there is only 
one section of the country that 
can supply the demand for big 
chickens—and that's the Middle 
West. 
. 


Roasters in Demand 


As long as all poultry was sell- 


ing at ceiling prices—or better— 
and you could get as much per 
pound for light chickens as you 
could for heavier ones, a lot of 
people preferred to sell them at 
the lighter weights. 
But now 


there is a definite advantage in 
keeping them until they reach 
roasting size. 


A premium for heavy chickens 
that's something we understand 


here in the Middle West. 


The poultry market begins to 


make sense again. Normal price 
relationships will encourage nor- 
mal marketing, which will have a 
stabilizing effect on prices.

American housewife 


writing the ticket these 
days. 


She's a shrewd buyer. She knows 
what she wants. And she knows 
values. 
She has money in her 


socket today and she's willing to 
lay a. good price if the product 
s worth to it her. But she's not 


going: to buy a 25-pound turkey 
when she wants a 12 to 15 pound 
turkey. 
And she's not going to 


pay as much for light springs as 
she does for fine big roasting 
chickens. 


Those are facts it's will to keep

Pointing: out that farmers soon 


will be spending millions of dol- 
lars building new homes and barns 
or remodeling: existing- buildings 
neglected by wartime restrictions, 
authorities list five cardinal prin- 
ciples of "built-in" fire preven- 
tion: 


Five Principle* 


1. Make sure the heating- equip- 


ment is properly installed with 
adequate safeguards. 


2. Insist on fire-resistant roof- 


ing:, such as asphalt shingles or 
some similar protective covering 
for the house, barn and other 
buildings. 


3. Install a safe and adequate 


wiring 
system 
with 
sufficient 


capacity and outlets to carry the 
heavy electrical load needed on 
modern farms. 


4. Make sure the chimney is 


soundly constructed of fire-safe 
material with a strong masonry 
foundation resting on the ground 
and not on timbers. 


5. Protect principal farm build- 


ings with lightning rods. 


Eighty-five per cent of farm 


fires arp prex'entable. statistics 
show. If buildings are constructed 
with fire-retardant materials, the 
damage from human carelessness 
will be lessened and the danger of 
spreading fires, however they are 
started, will be greatly reduced.

"Bedding Down" of 
SROP Progressing 


Capt. Benjamin H. Pelton, com- 


minding officer of Green River 
ordnance plant, 
today revealed 


that decontamination of thia hug* 
loading plant was started the day 
after the war with Japan ended. 
He stated that lumber from ex- 
plosives or ammunition buildings 
must be thoroughly decontaminat- 
ed or It may prove to be a poten- 
tial source of real danger when 
sold for salvage, as a hammer 
blow on a nail head can cause an 
explosion unless every trace of ex- 
plosives is obliterated from ths 
lumber, and that It may even b« 
necessary to burn down antlr* 
building* because it Is virtually im- 
po**lble to neutralize explosives 
which have Impregnated every 
portion of wooden structures dur- 
ing the years of uninterrupted pro- 
duction. 


"It Is necessary to retain many 


of our personnel In connection with 
this 'bedding down' of the plant 
because the job In a big one," said 
Capt. Pelton. "We are being as- 
sisted in this work by oxplosivM 
safety experts from the safety and 
security division of the ordnance 
department, who were instrumen- 
tal in making the explosives Indus- 
try the safest manufacturing in- 
dustry In the United States during 
th« war time period." 


"In conclusion," Capt. Pelton 


said "the amazing safety record 
achieved at Green River ordnance 
plant during the war must not b< 
nullified in the post-war 
period. 


We must be meticulous in our de- 
contamination program until th« 
job 1* completely done, and tht - 
safety of this plant and all mate- 
rials converted for civilian use U 
assured."

they propose to pay a high sal- 
ary for educating then sons and 
daughters at the University of Il- 
linois. 


"We want to know what we're 


paying for; and. whilo we're at 
it, we might as 
vvoll 
tind out 


something along tho same lines 
about those employes of ouis who 
hired Dr. Stoddard." 


Bishop 
Griffin, 
who first hit 


at Stoddard's religious views in 
a Sunday sermon at St Mary's 
church in Joliet, received an an- 
swer to his initial statement from 
Park Livingston, president of the 
university board of trustees, ear- 
lier yesterday. 


Trustees Convinced 


"The 
whole 
board. 
faculty, 


alumni and general advisoiy com- 
mittee," Livingstone said in Chi- 
cago, "is satisfied that Dr Stod- 
dard is an outstanding Christian. 
That was the one point with which 
u-e were much concerned." 


Bishop Griffin asserted in last 


night's statement that Stoddard 
"has gone one record as saying 
that those who believe in divine 
relation, original sin and hell are 
'feeble in mind' and that such 


•nianmade concepts' have distort- 
ed the intellectual processes ol 
millions. . . . " 


Accoidmg to Stoddard, Bishop 


Griffin 
declared, thousands of 


iutiiie Illinois students who be 
hove in tho objective validity of 
those concepts "are feeble-mind- 
ed and riistoited in intellect."

the bishop said ol Stoddard, "he

VOL'R TAX CUT—HOW MUCH? 


Washington. Oct. 22—(AH) — 
Just what does this talk of reduc- 
ing taxes in 1946 mean to you. 
p'-isonally f 


First of all: Congress is work- 


ing on a tax cut now. It almost 
surely will cut taxes starting Jan 
I. 1916. 


But don't 
let the

see mentioned—about the size ol 
the tax cut — confuso you 
For 


example. 


Secretary of the Tieasuiy i-reu 


M. Vinson yesteiday recommended 
that the thtec j<ei cent noimal lax 
on individuals

Does that mean that you, <ts an 


individual taxpayer will "have yout 
1U46 tax cut 
by 
only three poi 


cent? 
No. 
It will mean a lot moit 
than three per cent foi most peo- 
ple. 
And here's why: 


There are two kinds of taxes on 


people with income ovor $300 One 
is called the surtax. 
The othei is 


the normal tax. 


The suitax 
gets 
higher 
and 


higher, the higher the income. Tho 
suitax is 20 per cent on incomes 
under $2,000. Then it rises to $n 
per cent on the highest incomes. ', 


Then there 
is another tax. tho | 


three per cent noimal tax. This is i 
a flat three per cent tax on all in- | 
come over 
$500, no matter how | 


small or large. It doesn't change 
according 
to the size of the in- 


come. It remains fixed 


But about 
12,000,000 people— 


because of various deductions toi 
dependents 
and 
expenses—don't 


have to pay any suitax. 


But they do have to pay that 


three per cent noimal tax. It's the 
only tax they pay. 


So if congrescs wiped out the 


three per cent tax those 12 000,000 
people wouldn't have to pay any 
tax at all. 


In their case, then, the cut real- 


ly would be a 100 per cent reduc- 
tion. 
They'd be tax-free. 
Now go up the scale a bit to 


people paying surtax, and normal 
tax. 
Wiping out the three per 
cent normal tax on some of them 
actually would amount to a good 
deal more than three pei cent. 
Now suppose Jones was making 


$5,500 a year. When he takos out 
$500 for 
expenses, $1.500 deduc- 


tion for himself and dependents, 
his surtax is $730. 
But his normal tax turns out to 
be $135. 
If you add that $135 to 
the $730 surtax, his total is $865. 


But if the normal tax of $135 is 


wiped out, it's more than a three 
per cent cut in his total tax. It's 
actually a 15 per cent cut.
